LIONS DINNER OUTSTANDING EVENT 


More than two hundred and forty per- 
sons gathered Saturday night to cele- 
brate the tenth anniversary of the 
chartering of the St. Albert Lions Club 
and to honor lir. Hector Arseneau, Dist- 
rict Governor of the Lions Club. lir. 
Ed. Powell, past president of the Club 
did the honors as toastmaster. Guests 
were welcomed by Club President Jim 
Dobbie. Grace was said by Rev. Father 
Msgr. J. A. MacLellan, of the Edmonton 
Lions Club. Mr. W. J. Veness congrat-— 
ulated the club on behalf of the town 
and extended his gratitude to Mr. Arsen- 
eau for the way in which he had brought 
recognition and honor to his community 
as district governor of the Club. Othe 
guests at the head table besides Mr. 
and Mrs. Dobbie, lir. and Mrs. Veness, 
Mr. and Mrs. Powell, Mr. and Mrs. Arsen- 
eau, and Msgr. McLellan were Zone 
Chairman Keith Miller and Mrs. Miller, 
Deputy District Governor and Mrs. E. 
Holmgren, District Governor of District

lives by drowning. He said that he 
felt far too much had been said about 
Mr. Nickerson's heroic death, and not 
enough about his life. He was a man 
who desired the best that he could sup-— 
ply for his family, his church and his 


community and sought to do what was in 
his power to bring that about. He pro- 
vided the best home he could for his 
families immediate needs; he worked on 
various church boards and gave of his 
time and skill unstintingly in the work 
of his church and the construction of 
its building; he sought to give leader- 
ship to boys of the community and make 
it a fine place in which to live. He 
was, though he would have laughed at 
the idea, a judge, for by his conduct 
we may judge our standards of service. 
He was atrue example of service, the 
ideal toward which all Lions Club men- 
bers must strive. He spoke of the in- 
ternational recognition which was annou- 
neec last week for Mr. Nickerson's 
heroic saving of two boys lives and his 
death in attempting to save three more, 
and told the audience how through the 
efforts of the Lions Club and its Dist- 
rict Governor, Hector Arseneau, this 
recognition by the Carnegie Hero Fund 
commissioners had been made. He called 
upon Mr. Arseneau to present a beauti- 
fully engraved plaque from the St. Al- 
bert Lions Club, commemorating lir.

Nickerson most graciously accepted the 
plaque and the standing ovation which 
accompanied it, and expressed her deep 
appreciation of the recognition which 
had been made of her husband's life 
and passing.

It all started last November, when Mr. 
Netelenbos, our Editor, read the report 
of a Chamber of Commerce meeting in 
Wetaskiwin. At that time the Hon. A. 
Russell Patrick, Minister of Industries 
and Development of the Province of Al- 
berta, spoke on his trip to Hurope, 
concluded the week before. iir.

KE AG request of many people of 
this town who are interested in orna- 
mental Horticulture, I will try to ans- 
wer their questions on the subject, by 
a series of articles concerning the 
care of indoor plants as well as the 
different aspects of Landscape design, 
and later on, how to take care of it. 
But first of all let me fix your atten- 
tion on the young evergreens, and dam- 
age caused by sun. This may occur to- 
wards the end of the month and later,- 
yellowing of evergreen and the crack— 
ing or splitting of the back of the 
tree, particularly young and newly 
transplanted specimens on their south 
(even east and west) sides.are common 
manifestations of sun damage. 

The bark splitting which may extend 
for considerable distances up the trunk 
is the result of hard freezing, often 
at nights, alternating with periods of 
bright sunshine. So far as I know 
shade from strong sunshine is the only 
really satisfactory preventive of sun- 
scald. The trunks of newly planted 
trees may be shielded by screening with 
burlap or with a special paper made for 
this purpose. 


from direct economic benefit, that 
Britain may feel primarily obligated to 
join." The same week, an editorial in 
a large Alberta daily said "The British 
Government has made it clear that it 
regards Britain's membership in the dy- 
namic Common Market as vital to Brit-— 
ain's prosperity." The existence of 
two such different statements caused 
Mr. Netelenbos much concern. He there- 
fore wrote to Britain's Lord Privy Seal 
in London, commenting on these state— 
ments, and stated "We feel it is very 
important for the citizens of Alberta 
to be properly informed regarding the 
European Jommon Market. There is a 
contradiction in these two statements 
which we would appreciate having an in- 
formed opinion on." 

As a result of this letter, and a 
subsequent reply from the office of the 
British High Commissioner, Mr. Netelen- 
bos and Mrs. Usher were invited to be 
present at a Press Conference held in 
Edmonton by Lord Amory on the occasion 
of his first visit to Edmonton since 
his appointment as British High Commiss- 
ioner to Canada. Many subjects were 
dealt with by Lord Amory, answering 
questions put to him by the newsmen pre- 
sent Possibly the key question was put 
by Mr. Netelenbos, when he asked "what 
are the main reasons why Britain should 
become a member of the European Common 
Market?" 


Lord Amory's reply was in three parts: 
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Asked if the Common Market would some 
day form an alliance of governments and 
if so whether Britain would surrender 
her sovereignity to such an alliance, 
Lord Amory replied that to Britain, 

the development of such an alliance 
would be a sensible one, and of course 
any progress towards political associa- 
tion would necessitate some surrender 
of sovereignity, such has already been 
faced in NATO but not to the point of 
endangering our own system of govern 
ment and in particular the monarchy. 

The European Common Market probably 
owes its origin in part to an address | 
by Rt. Hon. Winston Churchill in 1947. | 
The idea was promulgated with great i 
skill and energy by France's Monnet, 
Germany's Dr. Harhardt and Belgium's 
Henri Spaak. It developed in the six 
original member nations to a trading 
bloc of immense importance. 

Britain, Lord Amory assured his 
questioners, would not agree to terms 
of her own entry which would be detri- 
mental, in the long run to the Common- 
wealth. He said that during recent 
conferences, Canadian Ministers had i 
expressed forthright opinions which did | 
not however, in any way bring about 
strained relations between Canada and 
Britain. 

It was a privilege for the Editor 
and reporter of the St. Albert Gazette 
to be present, and to hear first hand, 
the answer to Mr. Netelenbos' question, 
and discussion of many other matters of 
very great importance.

Yhe Board discussed the suggestion 
that Meetings be held later in the 
afternoon or in the early evening, and 
a resolution was passed that Board Meet- 
ings be held on the second and fourth 
vionday of each month at 4:00 p.m., 
commencing in February.
